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PREFACE 


This  first  edition  of  the  Family  Record  of  the 
descendants  of  John  Gingrich  II  came  into  being  pri¬ 
marily  as  an  outgrowth  of  the  Gingrich  family  re¬ 
unions.  The  first  reunion  was  held  at  the  home  of 
Augustus  and  Mary  Gingrich  in  Monitor,  Tippecanoe 
County,  Indiana,  September  7,  1924.  By  coincidence 
it  was  the  year  of  the  one  hundreth  anniversary  of 
the  birth  of  John  Gingrich  II — he  having  been  born 
in  March,  1824.  In  order  that  a  permanent  record 
might  be  available  Josephine  (Gingrich)  Wente  was 
appointed  as  the  first  family  historian.  She  faithfully 
kept  the  record  up  to  date  and  made  a  report  of  the 
births,  marriages,  and  deaths  of  the  Gingrich  family 
at  each  annual  reunion  until  her  passing  October  25, 
1941. 

Another  reason  for  the  compiling  of  the  Gingrich 
family  record  was  for  the  benefit  of  the  several  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  family  who  resided  in  states  outside  of 
Indiana.  This  volume  serves  as  a  substitute  for  those 
who  cannot  attend  the  annual  reunion  by  providing 
them  with  a  record  of  all  births,  marriages  and  deaths. 
The  compiler  of  this  edition  urges  that  some  member 
of  the  family  will  continue  keeping  the  record  up  to 
date  for  the  compiling  of  future  editions. 

The  reader  will  note  that  the  spelling  of  the  name 
Gingrich  as  it  was  recorded  in  four  different  docu¬ 
ments  was  spelled  differently  each  time.  When  John 
Gingrich  II  applied  for  his  naturalization  papers  in¬ 
cluding  the  granting  of  his  citizenship  March  12,  1856, 
his  name  was  spelled  John  Ginerich.  On  his  marriage 
license  dated  December  22,  1857,  it  was  spelled  John 
Ginrish.  When  he  purchased  his  farm  in  Carroll 
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County,  Indiana,  March  5,  1873,  it  was  spelled  John 
Ginery  on  the  warranty  deed.  Then  on  August  27, 
1888,  it  was  spelled  correctly — John  Gingrich.  Likewise, 
the  spelling  of  the  name  of  his  wife,  Catherine,  was 
spelled  differently  each  time.  On  their  marriage  record 
her  name  is  spelled  Katharin  Earsman  and  on  the  war¬ 
ranty  deed  dated  August  27,  1888,  her  name  is  recorded 
as  Kate  Gingrich.  Then  on  the  deed  to  William  A.  Mc¬ 
Laughlin,  May  19,  1903,  it  is  spelled  correctly — Cather¬ 
ine  Gingrich. 

The  compiler  of  this  record  is  indebted  deeply  to  all 
members  of  the  Gingrich  Family  for  their  generous 
participation  in  providing  pictures,  documents,  names, 
dates,  places,  and  any  other  information  that  has  made 
this  edition  possible.  Special  acknowledgment  is  due 
Cora  Gingrich  Yost  who  so  graciously  accepted  the  re¬ 
sponsibility  of  being  editor.  Special  acknowledgment  is 
also  due  to  Josephine  (Gingrich)  Wente  who  was  the 
first  historian  of  the  Gingrich  Family,  and  to  Mary 
(Gingrich)  Shearer  and  Theodore  Gingrich  who  recall¬ 
ed  much  of  the  early  history  of  their  parents.  The  in¬ 
formation  on  the  FAMILY  REUNION  page  was  com¬ 
piled  by  Cora  Gingrich  Yost,  Bessie  Gingrich,  and  the 
reunion  secretary,  Opal  (Gingrich)  Shanks.  A  photo¬ 
static  copy  of  the  naturalization  papers  of  John  Ging¬ 
rich  II  was  provided  by  Beulah  (Gingrich)  Walsh.  Oth¬ 
ers  that  contributed  information  pertaining  to  their

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THE  GINGRICH  REUNION 


The  concept  of  holding  an  annual  reunion  of  the 
descendants  of  John  and  Catherine  (Ehresman)  Ging¬ 
rich  was  conceived  by  Otto  J.  Gingrich.  The  original 
reunion  was  held  at  the  home  of  Augustus  Gingrich  in 
Monitor,  Indiana,  September  7,  1924.  The  picture  on  the 
opposite  page  will  verify  the  large  attendance.  During 
the  noon  hour  all  present  participated  in  the  eating  of 
the  meal  noted  for  its  quality  and  abundance.  The  aft¬ 
ernoon  was  spent  socially,  followed  by  a  business  ses¬ 
sion,  and  concluded  by  eating  ice  cream  and  cake. 

At  the  business  session  of  the  original  reunion  the 
date  for  the  1925  meeting  was  set  for  the  last  Sunday  in 
August.  At  the  1925  reunion  the  President  proposed  to 
hold  the  1926  reunion  the  last  Wednesday  in  August. 
Due  to  the  small  attendance  in  1926,  the  date  was 
changed  to  the  third  Sunday  in  August.  Then  at  the 
1937  reunion  the  date  was  changed  to  the  first  Sunday 
in  August.  Beginning  August  7,  1938  all  succeeding  re¬ 
unions  have  been  held  on  the  first  Sunday  of  August. 

As  long  as  they  were  receptive  and  physically  able 
to  do  so  the  surviving  sons  and  daughters  of  John  Ging¬ 
rich  II  succeeded  to  the  Presidency  of  the  reunion  in 
descending  order  of  their  chronological  age  beginning 
with  John  Gingrich  III.  Then  at  the  August  7,  1949  re¬ 
union  the  succession  of  the  Presidency  was  assigned  to 
the  grandsons  and  granddaughters  of  John  Gingrich  II 
in  descending  order  of  their  chronological  age  begin¬ 
ning  with  Katherine  (Wente)  Dunk.  Eligibility  may  be 
established  by  referring  to  the  birthdays  as  recorded 
in  the  Record  of  Descendants  or  the  Birthdav  Calendar.

GINGRICH  FAMILY  RECORD 


This  branch  of  the  Gingrich  family  tree,  beginning 
with  John  Gingrich  I,  had  its  origin  in  Germany.  John 
Gingrich  I  was  married  twice.  His  first  marriage  was 
blessed  with  an  only  daughter,  Barbara.  After  the 
death  of  his  first  wife  he  married  the  mother  of  Peter 
Imhoff.  His  second  marriage  was  blessed  with  an  only 
son,  John  Gingrich  II,  who  was  born  in  Bern,  Germany 
in  March  1824.  As  soon  as  John  Gingrich  II  was  old 
enough  he  was  employed  by  a  brewery  in  Minthen, 
Germany. 

The  first  member  of  this  branch  of  the  Gingrich 
family  tree  to  migrate  to  America  was  Peter  Imhoff. 
Shortly  thereafter  he  was  followed  by  Barbara  Ging¬ 
rich  and  her  half  brother,  John  Gingrich  II.  All  three 
entered  the  United  States  at  the  port  of  New  York 
City.  Peter  Imhoff  located  near  Trenton,  Ohio.  His 
half  brother,,  John  Gingrich  II,  and  Barbara  Gingrich 
also  located  in  Ohio.  For  a  few  years  John  Gingrich 
was  employed  in  Cincinnati.  Then  he  located  in  Butler 
County,  Ohio,  where  on  the  9th  day  of  October  1852 
he  declared  his  intention  to  become  a  citizen  of  the 
United  States  of  America.  On  March  12,  1856,  he  was 
admitted  to  be  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  by  the 
Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  Butler  County,  Ohio. 

Barbara  Gingrich  and  Peter  Imhoff  decided  to  re¬ 
main  in,  Ohio  but  their  half  brother,  John  Gingrich  II, 
had  an  urge  to  go  farther  west.  His  choice  was  Tippe¬ 
canoe  County,  Indiana.  At  the  age  of  thirty-three 
when  John  Gingrich  II  married  Catherine  Ehresman, 
his  hair  was  already  white.  He  was  about  five  feet 
ten  inches  tall.  He  always  enjoyed  good  health  and 
as  a  wrestler  he  was  hard  to  beat. 
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Catherine  Ehresman  was  born  in  Mannheim, 
Germany,  November  16,  1834,  the  third  of  five  children 
born  to  Jacob  and  Katherine  Ehresman.  Her  father, 
Jacob  Ehresman,  was  born  in  Germany  August  7,  1806. 
Her  mother,  Katherine  Ehresman,  was  born  in  Germany 
August  8,  1807.  Her  oldest  sister,  Jacobena  Ehresman, 
was  born  in  Germany  September  19,  1830.  Her  only 
brother,  Christian  Ehresman,  was  born  in  Germany 
October  15,  1832.  Her  second  sister,  Mary  Ehresman, 
was  born  in  Germany  November  21,  1840.  Her  young¬ 
est  sister,  Fannie  Ehresman,  was  born  in  Ohio,  March 
6,  1845. 

The  Ehresman  family  that  migrated  from  Germany 
to  Ohio,  then  later  to  Indiana,  consisted  of  two  broth¬ 
ers  and  one  sister.  The  brothers,  Jacob  and  John 
Ehresman,  married  sisters,  Katherine  and  Jacobena 
Ehresman,  respectively,  who  were  also  their  second 
cousins.  The  Ehresman  brothers  located  on  farms  im¬ 
mediately  south  of  and  adjacent  to  Edna  Mills  in  Clin¬ 
ton  County,  Indiana,  where  they  reared  their  families. 
Jacob  bought  the  farm  on  the  west  side  of  the  high¬ 
way  running  north  and  south  and  his  brother,  John, 
on  the  east  side.  The  sister,  Magdalena  Ehresman, 
located  near  Nappanee  in  Elkhart  County,  Indiana, 
where  she  married  Henry  Stahly  Sr. 

In  the  process  of  their  moving  from  Ohio  to 
Indiana  the  Ehresman  brothers  were  separated  from 
their  sister,  Magdalena.  Many  years  later  a  house  to 
house  traveling  salesman  informed  the  brothers  that 
their  sister  resided  near  Nappanee,  Indiana.  Henry 
and  Magdalena  Stahly  Sr.  were  blessed  with  eight 
children:  three  daughters  and  five  sons.  Barbara 
married  John  Ringenberg  and  was  blessed  with  six 
children:  Henry,  Magdalena,  Jesse,  Catherine,  Mary 
Ann,  and  Noah.  Pauline  married  Tobias  Yoder.  After 
his  death  she  married  Christian  Lantz.  Christian  H.

married  Mary  Souder.  They  were  blessed  with  ten 
children:  Chauncy,  Emma,  David,  Sarah,  Katie,  twins 
Elsina  and  Lovina,  Anna,  Clayton,  and  Barbara.  Henry 
H.  Jr.  married  Mary  Wickey.  They  were  blessed  with 
five  children:  Emanuel,  Lovina,  Malinda,  Charlie,  and 
Vernon.  After  the  death  of  his  first  wife  Henry  H.  Jr. 
married  Barbara  Weber.  Magdalena  married  Andrew 
Bleilie.  They  were  blessed  with  three  children:  Ezra, 
Ella,  and  Della.  Simon  H.  married  Jane  Pearman. 
They  were  blessed  with  two  children:  Daniel  I.  and 
Sarah.  After  the  death  of  his  first  wife  Simon  H. 
married  Elizabeth  Miller.  Peter  H.  married  Catherine 
Yoder.  They  were  blessed  with  two  children:  Frank¬ 
lin  and  Ida  May.  After  the  death  of  his  first  wife 
Peter  H.  married  Fanny  Yoder.  They  were  blessed 
with  four  children:  Cora,  Nora,  Ira,  and  Ervin.  Daniel 
H.  married  Sarah  Smucker.  They  were  blessed  with 
eight  children:  Harvey,  Alma,  Ira,  Bertha,  Roy,  Ida, 
Russel,  and  Dortha.  Ira  died  at  the  age  of  17.  Mag¬ 
dalena  Ehresman’s  oldest  son,  John  Johnson,  also  lo¬ 
cated  in  Nappanee,  Indiana,  where  he  was  a  druggist. 
He  married  Catherine  Farmwalt.  They  were  blessed 
with  four  sons:  Christian  W.,  Noah,  Daniel,  and  Eph¬ 
raim,  all  born  in  Nappanee. 

Jacob  Ehresman  was  born  in  Germany  in  April 
1806  and  died  near  Edna  Mills,  Indiana,  August  7,  1894. 
He  married  his  second  cousin,  Katherine  Ehresman, 
who  was  born  in  Germany  August  8,  1807,  and  died 
near  Edna  Mills  February  28,  1868.  Both  lie  at  rest 
in  the  Mennonite  Cemetery  a  half  mile  south  of  their 
home.  All  of  their  children  were  born  in  Germany 
except  the  youngest,  Fannie.  Their  oldest  daughter, 
Jacobena,  was  born  September  19,  1930,  and  died  near 
Gridley,  Illinois,  January  12,  1900.  She  married  Peter 
Oyer  who  died  near  Gridley,  Illinois,  June  14,  1890. 
Both  lie  at  rest  in  the  cemetery  near  Gridley.  Their 
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next  oldest  and  only  son,  Christian  Ehresman,  was 
born  October  15,  1832,  and  died  near  Monitor,  Tippe¬ 
canoe  County,  Indiana,  February  1,  1908.  He  married 
Mary  Salzman  who  was  born  October  15,  1840,  and 
died  October  10,  1923.  Both  lie  at  rest  in  the  Men- 
nonite  Cemetery  south  of  Edna  Mills.  Their  third 
oldest  child,  Catherine  Ehresman,  was  born  November 
16,  1834,  and  died  at  her  home  northeast  of  Pettit  in 
Carroll  County,  Indiana,  May  23,  1903.  She  married 
John  Gingrich  II  who  died  at  his  home  in  Carroll 
County,  Indiana,  February  28,  1898.  Both  lie  at  rest 
in  the  Mennonite  Cemetery  south  of  Edna  Mills.  The 
fourth  oldest  child  of  Jacob  and  Katherine  Ehresman 
was  Mary  who  was  born  November  21,  1840,  and  died 
at  her  home  a  mile  south  of  Edna  Mills,  Indiana,  Dec. 
20,  1891.  She  married  Joseph  Newhouser  who  was 
bom  June  15,  1836,  and  died  at  his  home  November 
22,  1881.  Both  lie  at  rest  in  the  Amish,  now  renamed 
Mennonite  Cemetery,  which  he  and  his  wife  deeded 
to  the  Amish  Church  September  20,  1876.  The  fifth1 
and  youngest  child  of  Jacob  and  Katherine  Ehresman 
was  Fannie  who  was  born  March  6,  1845.  She  cared 
for  her  father  until  his  death.  After  a  few  years  she 
sold  the  farm  which  she  acquired  from  her  father 
and  moved  to  Woodburn,  Allen  County,  Indiana,  where 
she  married  John  Schenbeck.  After  his  death  she  re¬ 
tired  to  the  Meadows,  Illinois,  Home  where  she  died 
April  29,  1942,  and  was  placed  at  rest  in  the  Waldo 
Cemetery  near  Flanagan,  Illinois. 

John  Ehresman  was  born  in  Germany  April  21, 
1812,  and  died  at  his  home  south  of  Edna  Mills,  Indiana, 
December  15,  1903.  He  married  Jacobena  Ehresman 
who  was  born  in  Germany  September  14,  1821,  and 
died  April  9,  1880.  Both  lie  at  rest  in  the  Mennonite 
Cemetery  south  of  Edna  Mills.  Their  son,  Christian 
E.  Ehresman,  was  born  November  21,  1840,  and  died 
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at  his  home  in  Edna  Mills  August  29,  1911.  Christian 
E.  married  Mary  Imhoff,  daughter  of  Peter  Imhoff. 
She  was  born  January  27,  1845,  and  died  at  her  home 
in  Edna  Mills,  Indiana,  November  21,  1922.  Both  lie  at 
rest  in  the  Mennonite  Cemetery  south  of  Edna  Mills. 
Another  son,  August  Ehresman,  reared  his  family  in 
Ohio.  He  married  Katie  Imhoff,  daughter  of  Peter 
Imhoff.  Another  son,  Jacob  Ehresman,  married  Eliz¬ 
abeth  Blickenstaff.  They  reared  their  family  near  Edna 
Mills,  Indiana.  The  only  daughter  of  John  and  Jacob- 
ena  Ehresman,  Catherine,  married  Christian  Gerber 
February  18,  1873.  She  was  born  March  4,  1853,  and 
died  January  26,  1892.  He  died  March  8,  1931.  Both 
lie  at  rest  in  the  Mennonite  Cemetery  south  of  Edna 
Mills,  Indiana.  A  younger  son  of  John  and  Jacobena 
Ehresman  lies  at  rest  in  Ohio. 

Peter  Imhoff,  half  brother  of  John  Gingerich  II, 
was  the  father  of  eight  children.  His  daughter,  Mary 
Imhoff,  married  Christian  E.  Ehresman.  His  daughter, 
Katie  Imhoff,  married  Christian  E.  Ehresman’s  brother, 
August  Ehresman.  His  third  daughter,  Lena  Imhoff, 
married  Joseph  Shick.  His  fourth  daughter,  Jacobena 
Imhoff,  married  Jacob  Ehresman,  son  of  Christian  and 
Mary  Salzman  Ehresman.  Peter  Imhoff ’s  sons,  Jacob 
and  Peter  remained  in  Ohio.  His  third  son,  Chris 
Imhoff,  reared  his  family  near  Washington,  Illinois. 
Joseph  Shick  also  reared  his  family  near  Washington, 
Illinois, 

John  Gingrich  II  and  his  twenty-three-year-old 
bride  began  their  housekeeping  in  a  log  cabin  near 
Robinson’s  Mill  on  the  Robinson  farm  southeast  of 
Monitor,  Tippecanoe  County,  Indiana,  where  a  small 
settlement  surrounded  the  mill  on  the  banks  of  the 
Middle  Fork  Creek.  During  the  six  years  that  they 
resided  there  their  three  oldest  children,  Jacob,  Lydia, 
and  John  III,  were  born.  During  the  next  two  years 
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they  resided  on  the  Wade  farm  northeast  of  Monitor 
where  their  son,  Augustus,  was  born.  From  there  they 
moved  to  the  John  Luper  farm  northeast  of  Rossville, 
Indiana,  where  their  next  three  children,  Josephine, 
Chris,  and  Henry  were  born.  Then  they  moved  to  the 
Briney  (Weaver)  farm  east  of  Prince  William,  Carroll 
County,  Indiana,  where  their  son,  Otto  John,  was  born. 
From  there  they  moved  to  the  John  Lerch  farm  north¬ 
east  of  Pettit  in  Tippecanoe  County,  Indiana,  where 
their  daughter,  Mary,  was  born.  Their  last  move  was 
a  half  mile  north  across  the  county  line  to  their  forty- 
acre  farm  near  the  southwest  corner  of  Carroll  County, 
Indiana,  where  their  son,  Theodore,  was  born. 

Only  the  oldest  grandchildren,  at  the  time  of  the 
writing  of  this  record,  1952,  recall  the  welcome  greet¬ 
ings  extended  to  them  by  their  grandparents  and  their 
Aunt  Mary  and  Uncle  Theodore,  whenever  it  was  their 
privilege  to  return  home  with  their  parents.  In  wet 
weather  the  county  line  road  and  the  lane  leading  to 
the  buildings  were  all  mud.  Then  during  the  hot  and 
dry  summer  months  they  were  laden  with  dust.  The 
improvements  on  the  homestead  included  the  one  and 
one-half  story  log  house  which  was  covered  with 
weatherboarding  that  was  usually  painted  light  yellow, 
the  log  stable  and  several  smaller  buildings  which 
housed  and  sheltered  the  farming  tools,  poultry,  horses, 
livestock,  and  feed.  To  the  rear  of  the  house  the  gar¬ 
den,  vineyard,  and  orchard  annually  produced  their 
kind  in  abundance,  for  which  all  were  deeply  grateful 
to  a  kind  and  merciful  Providence.  From  their  abun¬ 
dance  grandfather  and  grandmother  Gingrich  gener¬ 
ously  shared  with  their  children  and  grandchildren. 
It  was  at  this  his  last  abode  that  grandfather  John 
Gingrich  II  died  February  28,  1898,  at  the  age  of  seven¬ 
ty-three  years  and  eleven  months.  He  lies  at  rest  in 
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the  Mennonite  Cemetery  south  of  Edna  Mills  in  Clin¬ 
ton  County,  Indiana. 

After  the  death  of  grandfather  John  Gingrich  II 
his  widow,  grandmother  Catherine  Gingrich,  with  her 
youngest  children,  Mary  and  Theodore,  remained  on 
the  homestead  with  the  latter  doing  the  farming.  After 
the  marriage  of  the  daughter,  Mary,  her  son,  Augustus 
and  his  family,  resided  with  her  until  the  marriage  of 
her  son,  Theodore.  Then  Theodore  and  his  wife,  Mam¬ 
ie,  resided  with  her  until  her  death,  May  21,  1903.  In 
the  meantime  she  visited  with  her  other  children  as 
often  as  her  health  permitted.  She  lies  at  rest  beside 
grandfather  Gingrich  in  the  Mennonite  Cemetery  south 
of  Edna  Mills,  Indiana,  where  the  marker  records  her 
age  of  sixty-eight  years,  six  months,  and  six  days. 

Since  grandfather  Gingrich  was  already  a  fully 
grown  young  man  upon  his  arrival  in  the  States  and 
grandmother  Gingrich  wTas  eight  years  old  when  her 
parents  and  their  family  migrated  to  the  States  it  was 
to  be  expected  that  they  would  continue  to  speak  their 
vernacular,  the  German  language,  and  that  they  would 
teach  the  same  language  to  their  children.  The  church 
of  their  choice,  the  Defenseless  Mennonite,  founded  by 
Bishop  Henry  Egly  of  Adams  County,  Indiana,  was 
located  only  about  a  mile  northwest  of  their  last  home 
in  Tippecanoe  County,  Indiana.  All  of  the  services  of 
the  church,  including  the  Sunday  School,  were  con¬ 
ducted  in  the  German  language.  The  Sunday  School 
was  organized  according  to  age  groups.  The  beginners’ 
class  was  taught  the  German  alphabet  and  to  do  some 
elementary  reading.  The  intermediates  were  taught 
to  read  German  and  memorize  verses  from  the  New 
Testament.  All  adult  classes  studied  and  recited  their 
lessons  from  their  German  Bibles.  Both  the  Church 
School  and  the  services  that  followed  were  opened  and 
closed  with  the  singing  of  German  songs.  Preceding 
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the  sermon  a  season  of  prayer  and  individual  testi¬ 
monials  was  engaged  in  by  all  who  cared  to  partici¬ 
pate.  Then,  beginning  with  the  twentieth  century, 
when  the  second  generation  assumed  the  responsibili¬ 
ties  of  leadership  in  the  church,  all  services  were  con¬ 
ducted  in  the  English  language.  For  a  few  years, 
while  the  transition  was  being  made,  services  were 
conducted  in  both  the  German  and  English  languages. 
After  several  members  of  the  congregation  moved  to 
or  in  the  vicinity  of  Lafayette,  Indiana,  a  movement 
was  started  to  build  a  house  of  worship  in  that  city. 
In  1941  the  congregation  sold  the  rural  church  after  it 
had  been  abandoned  as  a  house  of  worship.  The 
purchaser  converted  it  into  a  dwelling. 

The  rural  house  of  vorship  was  constructed  in 
1885.  The  walls  were  maae  of  locally  burned  brick. 
The  roof  consisted  of  wooden  rafters  and  wooden 
shingles.  Two  rooms  were  added  to  the  rear  of  the 
auditorium  primarily  for  the  Communion  services.  The 
woman’s  room  was  also  used  as  a  nursery.  To  the 
rear  of  the  house  of  worship  long  sheds  were  built  to 
shelter  the  horses  from  the  heat  in  summer  and  the 
cold  in  winter.  Before  the  rural  church  house  was 
built  all  services  were  held  in  the  homes  of  the  mem¬ 
bers.  Among  the  first  ministers  of  the  congregation 
was  Christian  Zimmerman  who  resided  two  miles  west 
and  one  mile  south  of  Rossville  in  Clinton  County, 
Indiana.  The  next  minister  was  John  Zimmerman  who 
resided  two  miles  north  of  Monitor  in  Tippecanoe 
County,  Indiana.  He  was  followed  by  his  son-in-law, 
Christian  Gerber,  who  resided  a  half  mile  south  of 
Edna  Mills  in  Clinton  County.  All  three  of  these 
ministers  gave  their  services  to  church  without  cost 
to  the  congregation.  All  three  lie  at  rest  in  the  Men- 
nonite  Cemetery  south  of  Edna  Mills.  Among  the  fam¬ 
ilies  that  worshipped  in  the  rural  church  were  those

Since  there  were  no  high  schools  available  at  the 
time  that  John  Gingrich  II  reared  his  family  their 
education  was  limited  to  that  offered  by  the  local 
rural  schools.  The  curriculum  consisted  mostly  of  the 
three  Rs — reading,  spelling,  penmanship,  and  elemen¬ 
tary  arithmetic.  Due  to  available  funds  and  the  neces¬ 
sity  of  all  children  of  school  age  being  needed  for  farm 
labor  the  school  term  was  limited  to  the  winter  months. 
However,  during  the  generation  of  his  grandchildren 
high  schools  were  being  established  in  nearly  every 
community.  A  comparatively  large  number  of  the 
grandchildren  attended  high  school  and  completed  the 
prescribed  curriculum.  Of  this  number  several  pre¬ 
pared  themselves  for  public  school  teaching.  Many 
of  those  entering  the  teaching  profession  also  attended 
colleges  and  universities.  Of  that  number  several 
were  granted  bachelor  and  master’s  degrees.  The  next 
generation,  the  great-grandchildren  of  John  Gingrich 
II,  not  only  prepared  itself  for  various  types  of  agri¬ 
cultural  pursuits,  and  the  teaching  profession,  but  also 
the  engineering  and  medical  professions.  Others  are 
engaged  in  business,  social  service,  and  the  ministry. 
But  most  important  of  all  are  the  mothers  and  wives 
of  the  Gingrich  family  who  have  never  been  excelled 
in  the  art  of  cooking.  This  is  a  family  tradition  that 
must  not  fail. 
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There  was  at  least  one  instance  in  the  life  of  John 
Gingrich  II  that  he  never  forgot.  It  happened  while 
he  was  working  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio.  As  he  was  going 
about  his  daily  routine  he  heard  the  screams  of  a 
youngster  by  the  name  of  Fred  Geiger  whom  he  res¬ 
cued  from  drowning.  A  few  years  later  both  chose 
Tippecanoe  County,  Indiana,  as  their  future  home.  The 
former  located  near  Monitor,  Indiana,  and  Fred  lo¬ 
cated  in  Lafayette,  Indiana.  Later  Mr.  Geiger  purchased 
the  flour  and  grist  mill  at  Edna  Mills,  Indiana,  which 
was  operated  entirely  by  water  power.  Most  of  the 
flour  was  hauled  to  and  sold  in  Lafayette.  As  long  as 
both  were  physically  able  to  do  so  they  quite  frequent¬ 
ly  renewed  and  enjoyed  each  other’s  friendship.

He  saw 
plenty  of  action  in  France,  including  engagements  at 
Ausavile,  Aisne-Marne,  Montdidier-Noyon,  Cantigny, 
St.  Mihiel  and  Meuse-Argonne.  He  was  wounded  at 
Soissons  by  machine  guns  and  gassed  in  the  Argonne. 

Bernhart  E.  Schneider  was  overseas  about  one 
and  one-half  years  during  World  War  I.  He  was  a 
member  of  the  108th  Engineers,  33rd  Division. 

Frederick  J.  Hoffman  enlisted  in  the  U.  S.  Marines 
December  20,  1940,  and  was  discharged  December  24, 
1947.  His  sea  and  foreign  service  included  the  South 
Pacific  Area  from  May  10,  1942  to  June  19,  1944;  and 
again  from  April  2,  1945  to  March  8,  1946.  He  partici¬ 
pated  at  Guadalcanal  from  September  18,  1942  to  De¬ 
cember  9,  1942;  then  Cape  Gloucester,  New  Britain, 
from  December  30,  1943  to  May  5,  1944.  He  was  re¬ 
called  September  15,  1950  as  a  Marine  Corps  Reservist 
and  served  at  Camp  Le  Jeune,  N.  C.  until  October  30, 
1951. 

Cdr.  Robert  E.  Lee  was  graduated  from  Georgia 
Institute  of  Technology  in  1939  with  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Science  in  Aeronautical  Engineering  and 
received  a  commission  as  Ensign  in  the  U.  S.  Naval 
Reserve.  In  1940  he  was  graduated  from  the  Navy 
Flight  School  at  Pensacola,  Florida,  and  designated  as 
a  naval  aviator.  He  was  assigned  to  duty  in  San  Diego, 
Pearl  Harbor,  where  he  was  stationed  during  the  Jap¬ 
anese  attack  December  7,  1941,  and  later  in  the  South 
Pacific.  During  the  latter  part  of  World  War  II,  he 
was  assigned  to  the  Naval  Air  Station,  Johnsville, 
Pennsylvania,  as  a  test  pilot.  He  was  employed  as  an 
airplane  pilot  after  the  war  before  he  re-entered  the 
Navy  in  July,  1948,  at  which  time  he  was  attached  U> 
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the  Naval  Air  Transport  Squadron  One,  Naval  Air  Sta¬ 
tion,  Patuxent  River,  Maryland,  as  a  Training  Officer. 
During  April  1952  he  was  assigned  as  Deputy  Chief  of 
Maintenance-Engineering  in  the  Military  Air  Trans¬ 
port  Service,  Andrews  Air  Force  Base,  Washington, 
D.  C. 

Clifford  Charles  Lowe  Jr.  entered  the  U.  S.  Naval 
Reserve  June  21,  1943.  The  following  July  he  was 
transferred  to  the  Alameda,  California,  Air  Station 
where  he  attended  Aerial  Gunnery  School.  In  January 

1944  he  was  sent  overseas  attached  to  P.  T.  Squadron 
No.  16,  serving  in  the  Samoa  Islands  at  Esperato  Santos, 
New  Caledonia,  Tulagi,  Booganville,  Green  Island, 
Rabual,  and  was  finally  based  at  Emiran  where  he  was 
injured  July  7,  1944.  He  was  sent  to  Booganville, 
Guadalcanal,  and  Oakland,  California,  and  San  Diego 
Naval  Hospitals,  and  was  discharged  November  14, 
1945.  He  received  the  Presidential  Unit  Citation  with 
one  star,  the  Asiatic-Pacific  with  two  campaign  stars, 
the  American  theatre,  and  the  Marine  Expeditionary 
awards. 

Thomas  M.  Walsh  served  his  country  four  and  one- 
half  years  during  World  War  II.  Four  years  of  this 
time  he  served  in  the  Pacific  Area  including  Hawaii, 
Saipan,  and  Iwo  Jima. 

Charles  Richard  Zehren  served  his  country  in  the 
Air  Corps  of  the  U.  S.  Army  in  the  Weather  Service 
of  the  5th  Air  Force  from  October  1941  to  September 

1945  a  total  of  forty-seven  months.  He  was  stationed 
in  the  South  Pacific  area  from  March  1942  to  January 
1945.  This  area  included  Australia  and  New  Guinea. 
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SOME  PLEASANT  MEMORIES  AND  A  FEW 

HEARTACHES 

Since  the  grandparents  of  my  fellow  cousins  and 
me  were  born  in  Germany  we  are  known  as  second 
generation  Americans.  Our  lives  have  been  influenced 
to  a  great  extent  by  their  coming  to  America  and  choos¬ 
ing  agricultural  pursuits  and  closely  allied  vocations. 
Most  of  their  sons  and  their  grandsons  followed  the 
same  vocations.  However,  several  have  chosen  the 
professions,  while  others  chose  mechanical  and  mer¬ 
cantile  vocations. 

The  Gingrich  Family  has  been  blessed  far  more 
than  it  has  suffered  from  tragedy.  Only  a  few  infant 
deaths  have  occurred.  Only  a  few  have  had  tragic 
deaths.  Nearly  all  have  endeavored  to  make  a  life  as 
well  as  a  living. 

As  a  coincidence,  both  of  my  parents  were  the 
second  child  in  their  respective  families  and  both  had 
an  older  brother  that  died  at  the  age  of  two  years. 
The  record  will  reveal  only  a  few  other  early  deaths 
including  those  of  Mary  Ellen  Irick,  Shirley  Ann 
Miller ?  Merle  Lovelle  Gingrich,  Robert  Edward  Dunk, 
Lois  Irene  Zehren,  and  Donald  Fredrick  Gingrich. 
Their  survivors  have  reverently  remembered  them. 

Whenever  it  was  convenient  for  them  to  do  so  the 
sons  and  daughters  of  grandfather  and  grandmother 
Gingrich  returned  home  with  their  families  for  a  visit. 
This  was  a  real  treat  for  the  older  grandchildren  in¬ 
cluding  Katherine  Carolyn  Wente,  Rosa  Gingrich,  Cora 
Gingrich,  and  myself.  Whenever  our  play  ended  dis- 
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agreeably  our  parents  usually  executed  final  judgment. 
Those  were  home  comings  long  to  be  remembered. 

During  the  active  days  of  our  parents  a  livelihood 
was  secured  mostly  by  hard  labor.  One  of  those  oc¬ 
casions  was  that  of  Uncle  Herman  Wente  and  my 
father  digging  a  long  and  deep  ditch  on  the  latter’s 
farm  requiring  many  weeks  of  hard  labor. 

We  may  not  understand  now  why  a  young  person 
is  called  to  his  heavenly  home  so  early  in  life.  Only 
our  Creator  can  provide  the  answer.  Our  hearts  were 
saddened  when  my  sister,  Mary  Ellen  Irick,  at  the  age 
of  eleven,  was  stricken  with  a  heart  condition  that 
eventually  made  it  impossible  to  continue  her  going 
to  school.  She  enjoyed  her  school  days  and  the  many 
friendships  formed  during  the  time  she  was  able  to 
attend.  Being  desirous  of  seeing  her  playmates  once 
more  my  father  by  means  of  a  horse  and  buggy,  took 
her  to  school  once  more.  She  enjoyed  the  occasion 
to  the  fullest  extent.  Her  ambition  was  realized  and 
never  requested  to  return  again.  Within  a  few  weeks 
she  quietly  went  to  her  heavenly  home. 

One  of  the  most  happy  occasions  at  our  home  was 
the  weekly  visit  of  Uncle  Otto  J.  Gingrich  when  he 
provided  us  with  groceries,  ate  dinner  with  us,  and 
then  treated  us  with  some  candy.  It  was  quite  a  dis¬ 
appointment  for  us  when  he  moved  his  place  of  busi¬ 
ness  from  Pyrmont  and  terminated  his  weekly  call. 

Another  adventure  that  we  enjoyed  was  that  of 
visiting  at  the  home  of  Uncle  Augustus  Gingrich  when 
he  resided  on  the  sand  ridge  west  of  Lafayette,  Indiana, 
and  provided  us  with  all  of  the  watermelons  and  musk- 
melons  that  we  could  eat. 

When  Uncle  Herman  Wente  resided  adjacent  to 
grandfather  Gingrich’s  home  he  operated  a  sorghum 
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mill  and  made  sorghum  molasses.  It  was  an  annual 
event  for  us  to  take  the  cane  to  his  mill  in  September, 
observe  the  extraction  of  the  sweet  juice,  and  observe 
the  boiling  procedure.  Then  a  few  days  later  return 
for  the  finished  product. 

I  still  recall  the  time  that  Uncle  John  Gingrich  III 
resided  on  Great-aunt  Fannie  Ehresman’s  farm  south 
of  and  adjacent  to  Edna  Mills,  Indiana.  Below  the  hill 
and  to  the  rear  of  the  barn  there  was  a  large  fish  pond. 
During  the  summer  months  it  was  a  fisherman’s  para¬ 
dise.  During  the  winter  months  the  ice  was  cut  by 
Uncle  John,  my  father,  and  some  of  the  neighbors  and 
stored  in  the  ice  house  nearby.  Then  during  the  fol¬ 
lowing  summer  the  ice  was  used  by  them  for  making 
ice  cream.  Frequently  several  families  united  in  the 
making  and  the  eating  of  the  cream  at  a  convenient 
Sunday  afternoon. 

One  of  the  most  destructive  losses  that  may  be 
suffered  by  anyone  is  caused  by  fire.  When  John 
Gingrich  III  resided  two  miles  south  of  Rossville,  Ind., 
the  barn  and  its  contents  were  almost  completely 
destroyed.  On  such  occasions  neighbors  are  more  ap¬ 
preciated  than  at  any  other  time.  His  neighbors  were 
equal  to  the  occasion  and  were  very  helpful  with  their 
means  and  sympathy.  Several  years  later  while  I 
was  at  Indiana  University  and  my  father  was  several 
miles  away,  lightning  struck  our  barn  and  burned  it 
and  its  contents.  My  mother  never  recovered  from 
the  shock  and  gave  her  life  a  few  months  later  as  a 
result  of  it. 

When  Uncle  Augustus  Gingrich  resided  a  short 
distance  east  of  Americus  in  Tippecanoe  County,  Ind., 
my  father  took  his  family  to  pay  him  and  his  family 
a  visit.  The  farm  was  located  between  the  Wabash 
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and  Erie  Canal  towpath  and  the  Wabash  River.  Uncle 
Augustus  and  his  son,  Floyd,  had  planted  the  entire 
river  bottom  in  corn.  It  was  a  rare  privilege  for  me 
to  walk  the  old  towpath  and  then  to  walk  between 
the  long  rows  of  corn  to  the  river  and  then  return  to 
the  home  by  the  towpath.  Visits  like  it  are  never  for¬ 
gotten. 

Homesickness  is  more  or  less  a  common  denomina¬ 
tor  for  most  children.  Being  about  four  years  of  age 
I  was  a  guest  for  a  long  week  at  the  home  of  Grand¬ 
mother  Gingrich  and  Aunt  Mary.  Both  had  some  dif¬ 
ficulty  keeping  me  in  good  humor  after  the  first  day. 
I  will  never  be  able  to  repay  them  for  their  kindness.
